1984 because several items that were 
being delivered to his business were 
blocking the sidewalk (E/W 2/29/ 
， 84). The 77-year-old man was taken 
ainto custody following a complaint 
from his business neighbor，the 
Washington Square Bar and Grill. 


DO NOT SEE MERITS 
Although the district attorney 
Hotifhed 天 wan that the citation for 
obstructing the sidewalk was dis- 


imissed;, the notice did not say why ， 


the citation was dismissed.“They 
obviously did not see any merits to 
”the citation”Der surmised .

He was severely criticized by his 
fellow students and received abso- 
lutely .no Support from the princi- 
pal，DI. Edmond Bangle，teachers 
and parent groups. 

We believe this racist incident is 
not an jsolated event,， but part of a 
growing movement in this country 
against Asians. Whenever this coun- 
try ls suffering economic bad times， 
ethnic minority groups, and in this 
case, the Asians, are Used as Scape- 
goats for the nation's problems. 

We are deeply concerned that 
this outrageous misdeed which was 
condoned at a public school will 
SerVve to reinforce the hatred and 
distrust of any United States citizen 
or Immigrant Who is not white. 
Homestead High School is teaching 
and relnforcing young people the 
concept that racist behavior and 
attitudes are all right.

Simpson-Mazzoli (BACASM) im- 
Imigration bill reports that Rep. Ed- 
ward Roybal (D-Los Angeles) will 
soon introduce a substitute bill for 
the Simpson-Mazzoli leglslation .

Norman Mineta (D-San Jose) an- 
nounced last week that he will be 
one of 21 members of the House to 
sponsor alternative legislation to the 
Simpson-Mazzoli immigration bill. 

“The new legislation Preserves 
oOUIT cuUrrent System of preferences， 
including the Second and Fifth 
Preferences，which Implement the 
goals of reunifying famllies;” Mi- 
neta explained. 

“The Simpson-Mazzoli bill，on 
ithe other hand, includes-dangerous

During the course of her em- 
ployment, it is charged that he con- 
tinually forced her into giving him 
oral gratification and sexually as- 
Saulted her on many occasions in 
closets, the library, lunchroom and 
at another staff members apart- 
Iment. 

These acts, 玉 err's complaint de- 
clared，WwWere demanded as termas 
of employment，wage increase and 
Promotion. 

Un Chong ls suing Tresnon and 
the district for over $$ million on 
SiX counts, including sexual harass- 
ment，assault and battery，inten- 
tional infliction of emotional dis- 

.tress and emmployment misrepresen- 
tation. 
HORRIBLE 

Rita Risser， a SUpporter and an 
attorney Specializing in sex discrim- 
ination law claims，stated,“I have 
never heard of a case as horrible as 
this one. 

“Even more tragic，after Un 
Chong jleft her employment，she 
suffered worse hypertension [and] 
high blood pressure, developed dia- 
betes and kidney failure，and 1is 
|receiving dialysis three times a 
Week》”noted Risser. 

The 天 orean immigrant has been 
advised to remain childless because 
of her fragile condition. Upon her 
arrival in the United States， 开 err 
weighed 110 pounds. Now，she 
WwWeighs between 73 and 95 pounds. 

After more than a year of being 
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Subjected to the trauma of harass- 
Iment and assault, Kerr fnally quit 
and filed initial charges with the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Council in February 1979. 

RIGHT TO SUE 

Though those charges were dis- 
Ilssed, 玉 err requested a“right to 
Sue ”jetter whlch entitled her to file 
a_ lawsuit in the federal courts， 
which she did. 

During the Spring of that same 
year, a complaint was also filed di- 
rectly with the community college 
district and resulted in one meeting 
held in April. A fnal meeting that 
WwWas to bring together Kerr and 
Tresnon in the same-hearing Was 
never held. 

ITresnon continued employment 
for three years Until his retirement 
in 1982 without any disciplinary 
action. Supporters of Kerr question 
why no punltive actions Were eVerT 
taken against Tresnon based on the 
woman's allegations. 

Jn response to frequent queries 
why Kerr endured the trauma so 
long, one 开 Gfean female supporter 
explained,“Many immigrant wom- 
en are intimidated and unfamiliar 
with American traditions regarding 
employer/employee relations2 


ECONOMIC NECESSITY 

“Forced by economic necessity 
to work, she was paying rent, Sup- 
porting her husband through school， 
and sending money back to her 
ailing 70-year-old mother in 玉 oreay>” 
Said_ the Supporter. “She had to 
keep her job? 

Not knowing that her husband 
Michael would be her strongest pilL- 
lar of support，Kerr assumed she 
would be victimized by even more 
physical abuse，whbich was known 
to be common in feudal marriages 
in Asia. Thus,，she bore the alleged 
attacks. 

It was not Until the hearings in 
1979 that her husband became fully 
informed of the extent of her har- 
assSment.

Mar. 9 一 An investigation by the 
San Francisco Municipal Agency 
Oversight Committee has revealed

hate their jobs. 

The committee found that the 
driver's seat of each bus had a large 
number of tacks glued to it.“No 
Wonder why many Muni bus driv- 
ers careen down the streets of San 
Francisco with that p----d off look 
on their faces》”commented a com- 
mittee member. 

After hearing of the committee's 
fndings，the Muni management 
team ordered its highly-touted me- 
chanics crew to unglue the tacks 
from the seats. They will begin on 
that project as soon as they fnd 
their tools and most of the buses. 

WHATA RELIEF 

“Oh what a relief this is;” said 
one bus driver when she learned of 
the decision to unglue the tacks. 
“Tve spent hundreds of dollars on 
Preparation 也. Thinking the pain 
Was due to other problems:” 

In the future， Muni bus drivers 
will drive down the streets of the 
city with caution，especially during 
the rush hours in the fnancial dis- 
trlct. 

They will also treat their cus- 
tomers kindly，will try not to scare 
the living daylights out of pedes- 
trians, and will obey all the rules of 
driver etiquette when dealing with 
other vehicles.

9he tells the story as a folk 
legend，Pplacing Pie Biter in the 
tradition of Paul Bunyan and John- 
Dy Appleseed, and making him the 
first Chinese American folk hero.

“TI wanted to make the point 
that Pie Biter is Chinese America 
she said. Around her，children 
munch pumpkin，lemon meringue 
and apple pie, They have taken part

Ihe younger ones have colored 
pictures of Hoii the older ones have 
drawn“a Chinese hero as great as 
he 1$.

McCunn explained that she 
wanted Hoi's story to be accessible 
to both Chinese and English speak- 
ers. She had considered doing one 
bilingual version of the tale，but 
didnt want it to go unread, fled in 
libraries in special sections for bi- 
lingual works，unnoticed by the 
general public. So she wrote two 
Verslons,， one in Chinese and one in

She later added that since she's 
become known for her books on 
Chinese Americans, others with bi- 
cultural backgrounds have sought 
her out, feeling that she can under- 
stand their problems and feelings in _ 
a Way that most people cannot. 

The 37-year-old author has lived 
her life straddling cultures. She was 
born in San Franciscos Chinatown 
of a Scottish American father and a 
Chinese mother. 

At the age of one，she moved 
with her family to Hong Kong.

和 ve, she entered British schools and 
began to acquire English. Forging 
an identity out of such diverse ex- 
Perience took a while. 

PHYSICAL RESEMBLANCE

TI don't believe how little Chinese 
is valued as a language now，with 
China being courted.

But I know 
how to do it because I first learned 
United States history in British

For Instance, she's still not sure 
who really won the War of 1812， 
Since her British and American 
teachers had different perspectives 
on it.“Each writer puts a little of 
himself into an article in adition 
to the facts”observed the former 
teacher. 

Now she's working on the story 
of Lim Poon, a Chinese man whose 
Ship was torpedoed during World 
War IIand who believes he's setthe 
record for the longest time lost at 
Sea (133 days).

Cuts Endanger 
Defense, Says 
Manila Official 


MANILA - A top Philippine 
Foreign Ministry ofcial warned the 
United States recently that it would 
seriously endanger the defense of 
the Pacific region it the US uni- 
laterally alters lts mallitary aid com- 
mitments to the Philippines. 

The 9F 已 xa111er reported that 
Philippine Deputy Forelign Minils- 
ter Pacifico Castro lssued the warn- 
ing after the US House Forelgn 
Affairs Comitte recommended cut- 
ting mailitary aid to the Philippines 
from $85 million to $25 million . 

The committee suggested that 
the difference in military alid be 
added to the economic asslstance 
package, making it $155 millljon . 

The proposal was made by Rep. 
Stephen Solarz (D-NY)，chair of 
the house subcommittee on Asia 
and Pacifc affairs，whbo said the 
changes would encourage 了 President 
Ferdinand Marcos to Protect hu- 
man rights and alleviate poverty. 

The aid is part of a_ compen- 
sation package of $900 million 
pledged by the Reagan administra- 
tion at the time the US Signed a 
treaty permitting continued use of 
Clark air bases and Subic Bay naval 
base in the Philippines. 

Castro said that 并 Solarz Suc- 
ceeds in modifying the package, “It 
will not only constitute a Unilateral 
revision of a treaty，but will also 
subvert the fundamental basis for 
the peaceful conduct of inter-
